Y this Record itmay appeare that the Earle had hig 
hande in that Rebcllon : but for a further proofe 

thereof, it is moſt manifeſtly diſcouered ina certaine: 
trafte written by the Byſhop of Roſle(whereinheſhew- 
eth how faithfully he behaued himſelte in the managin 
of thoſe treaſons, at & about the time ofthat Rebellion

The Lorde Paget cameto Petworth , ſtayed there two 
nights, lodged in the Earles houſe , conferred with Char- 
les Paget, and with the Earle together ſundrie times, 
: "The Eatle after his apprehEſion, being at ſeueral times 
examined awhat cauſesor affaires had paſſed betweene 
the Lord Paget & Charles his brother , when they were 
together at Petworth , anſwered one white, that they 
paſſed certaine deedes and conueiaunces: and another 
while, that there was onely a will or Teſtament figned & 
ſealed betweene them: he confefled that he {et his hande 
tothe will, but knewenot what the ſame contained; all 
which appeared to be falſe, for that it hath fallen out by 
occaſion of ſeaſure ofthe Jandes and goods of the Lord 
Paget ow his departure out of the Realme ) that hee 
had diſpoſed of his landes and goodsby an other courſe 
of aflurance executed at London : and therefore their 
pretence of the paſſing of deedes and will at Petworth, 
was bur a deviſe to ſhadowe their trayterous conſpira- 
cies. And for better proofe thereof, 1t was alleaged by 
Maſter Attorney, that Charles Paget retourning from 
Petworthi tothe houſe of one William Dauies , neere to 
the place where Paget hadlanded in Suflex, and tooke 
(wpping againe at his departure beyond the ſeas,ſent to 
William Shelley. Eſquier, reſiding then at his houſe at 
Michelgroue , diſtant about a myle from the houſe of 


William Dautes,to come vntohim (who within fee!
